LRT users to 
gel Wi-Fi pilot 
at Southgate 


Tech. City talking to cell 
service providers to get 
coverage through whole 
system by end of 2015 


LRT users will soon be able to 
log on to Faceboolc, send out 
a tweet or post a selfie on In- 
stagram using city Wi-Fi, as 
plans are in place to launch a 
pilot project at Southgate sta¬ 
tion. 

Within the next two 
months, riders will be able 
to connect to the Internet via 
Wireless Edmonton on the 
Southgate platform as the 
first step in testing out Wi-Fi 
on Edmonton transit, accord¬ 
ing to city officials. 

“We’ll be able then to see 
how much it gets used ... and 
it gives us an example to work 
around. We can see how easy 
it is to put (together) a solu¬ 
tion and that will make it 
easier for us to make our plans 
to implement solutions across 


the system,” said Jacqui Ches¬ 
terton, strategic planner with 
the city. 

There are no specific plans 
at the moment to expand Wi-Fi 
to other LRT stations, but city 
officials say if the south-side 
Internet pilot goes smoothly, 
expansion could happen. 

“If all things go well at 
Southgate, that’s when we 
sit down and come up with 
what’s feasible at the actual 
stations, which order do we 
go in, which equipment do 
we need — that kind of thing. 
This really is the truest form 
of a pilot,” said Chesterton. 

She added that conversa¬ 
tions have already started be¬ 
tween the city and cell service 
providers to get LRT users cell 
service throughout the whole 
LRT system, but that will like¬ 
ly come into effect later this 
year. 

“It’s promising. Eveiyone 
is veiy interested ... but it’s 
understandably a complex 
solution,” she said.

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Major problems with roads 
built by developers: Auditor 



Review. Details on 
work inspections, 
warranties missing 



More than $350 million in 
newly built roads in the city 
have inconsistent or incom¬ 
plete inspection records, ac¬ 
cording to the city’s auditor, 
leaving city taxpayers on the 
hook for any future repairs. 

Developers build roads 
in new neighbourhoods and 
warranty them with the city 
for two years, but in his re¬ 
port, the city’s auditor David 
Wiun found a troubling lack 
of documentation that could 
pose problems down the road. 

Roads are supposed to be 
inspected five times during 
construction, but Wiun found 
complete documentation 
in only half of the roads he 
looked at. 

After a complete inspec-

tion, the city sets a warranty 
start date for the road and 
takes over responsibility 
when the warranty expires. 
Only three of the 10 files the 
auditor reviewed had the cor¬ 
rect start date. 

Three warranties started 
before problems the city ad¬ 
dressed were fixed and one 
started before construction 
even finished. 

“We determined that the 
city does not have a formal 
process to ensure that inspec¬ 
tions are conducted,” wrote 
the auditor. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said the 
audit is another troubling sign 
after similar problems were 
found with building inspec¬ 


tions and city construction 
projects. 

“We seem to have a com¬ 
mon theme here,” he said. 
“Procedures and process are 
not being followed and inspec¬ 
tions are not being done.” 

Nickel said this could lead 
to higher costs down the road. 


“We don’t have appropri¬ 
ate inspections in place and 
that’s exactly why the taxpay¬ 
er should be worried,” he said. 

Adam Homes, branch man¬ 
ager for transportation plan¬ 
ning, said the department 
actually asked the auditor for 
this review, because they want 


to improve the process. 

Homes said they believe 
this is a paperwork problem, 
not one of actual failures in 
city roads. 

“It’s addressing it to make 
sure that our processes are in 
place and they are repeatable 
on all of our projects.” 


RCMP charge teacher with sexual assault 



A Strathcona County teacher 
is facing charges for a series 
of sexual offences after police 
say he was having a relation¬ 
ship with a female student. 

RCMP have charged Brett 
Daniel Mittelsteadt, 32, with 
sexual interference, sexual 
exploitation, invitation to 
sexual touching, child luring, 
sexual assault and commit¬ 
ting a sexual offence against 
a child. 


Police believe the offences 
took place between March 
2013 and September 2014. 

Cpl. Darren Anderson said 
RCMP were alerted to the al¬ 
legations Monday morning by 
the Elk Island Catholic School 
(EICS) district after the infor¬ 
mation was disclosed to a staff 
member and then taken to 
the administration. 

“We don’t enter into these 
veiy lightly and it’s some¬ 


thing we take veiy seriously. 
Once we became aware of the 
allegations, we put a lot of re¬ 
sources into it in a very short 
period of time,” he said. 

Anderson said he’s not 
aware if the teacher had a his- 
toiy of inappropriate behav¬ 
iour or if there was more than 
one victim. “That’s something 
we can’t close the door on 
completely. We would cer¬ 
tainly encourage anybody 


who has any information or 
may be a victim to come for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

A spokesperson from EICS 
confirmed Mittelsteadt had 
worked for the school board 
since 2004 and noted that he 
has been “suspended from his 
duties effective immediately 
and no longer has access to 
any students within Elk Island 
Catholic Schools Division.”

Alberta MLAs vote 
in favour of pay cut 

Alberta politicians voted to 
take a five per cent pay cut 
in a move the opposition 
NDP labelled a cynical gam¬ 


bit to seize the moral high 
ground prior to cutting the 
wages of nurses, teachers, 
and other public sector 
workers. 

“(This is) not to set an 
example,” NDP member 
Brian Mason told the all¬ 


party member services com¬ 
mittee Wednesday.

Schools take inclusive steps

Equality. Public board

All new schools built for Ed¬ 
monton’s public school board 
will include two standalone 
gender-neutral washrooms, 
said a district spokeswoman. 

With gender-neutral wash¬ 
rooms already installed at Jas¬ 
per Place and Strathcona High 
Schools, EPSB spokeswoman 
Raquel Maurier said the bar¬ 
rier-free facilities will become 
staples in new school construc¬ 
tion and are being considered 
for major modernizations, 
including one for Vimy Ridge 
Academy which is slated for 
renovations this April. 

“As a District, it’s one of 
our key priorities to provide 
welcoming and equitable en¬ 


vironments for both staff and 
students,” she said in an email. 

“We will continue to con¬ 
sider future requests for this 
type of infrastructure as we 
seek to support our students 
in all areas of their school life.” 

While the gender-neutral 
washrooms won’t replace 
gender-specific washrooms, 
they will offer students the 
choice, she added. 

LGBTQ advocate Catherine 
Brady identified a lack of ac¬ 
cess to gender-neutral wash¬ 
rooms as a potential barrier for 
trans students. 

Brady, who shared a stoiy 
of a family friend who strug¬ 
gled with access for a gender- 
neutral bathroom at their 
school, said ensuring students 
have access to the simplest of 
amenities is a no-brainer. 

“Washrooms are one of 
those big deal things that, yes 
we all need it, but it’s one of 
those little deal things in that 
having the accessible space 
shouldn’t be a big deal for 
whatever your reason is for 
needing to access that space,” 


she said. 

In an email statement to 
Metro, Alberta’s minister of 
education Gordon Dirks said 
it’s the responsibility of school 
boards to ensure they’re pro¬ 
viding a safe learning environ¬ 
ment for students, but made 


no mention of gender-neutral 
bathrooms. 

“All school jurisdictions 
have flexibility in the design 
of their schools to determine 
how they wish to address the 
needs of all students and staff,” 
he said. 


A spokesperson from Ed¬ 
monton’s Catholic school 
board said the district doesn’t 
have specific gender-neutral 
washrooms, but does make al¬ 
lowances for students to access 
staff washrooms for a variety 
of reasons. 


Mural. 

Principal 
sorry for 
‘misstep’ 

The principal of an Alberta 
school says covering a painting 
of two young men kissing was 
“a misstep” and said it will re¬ 
main uncovered on the school 
wall until there’s more consulta¬ 
tion with parents and students. 

James Trodden, the principal 
of Onoway Junior-Senior High 
School, sent a letter to parents 
explaining about the mural that 
was painted by a student. 

A copy of the letter has been 
shared on a Faceboolc group in 
support of the art. 

Grade 11 student Kaela 
Wilton says she got the OK 
from both the principal and art 
teacher before she went ahead 
and did the painting. 

She says it was on a school 
wall for about a week before it 
was covered up. 

Trodden said last week that 
the mural was covered for 
several reasons, but the main 
one was that it shows students 
kissing, which he says isn’t al¬ 
lowed in school. 

He added it was only cov¬ 
ered for one day. 

“In retrospect, covering the 
mural was a misstep — this 
evolved into a debate about 
public displays of affection in 
schools, sexual orientation and 
gender identity and art and 
censorship,” Trodden said in the 
Feb. 2 letter, the Canadian press

Turning vacant stores on 
124th Street into places where 
local entrepreneurs can meet 
up is an idea in the works, 
thanks to one woman’s plan 
sprung from reading a U.K.

Nearly a centuiy of parlia- 
mentaiy tradition is coming 
to an end with the RCMP 
poised to take control of se¬ 
curity inside the Parliament 
Buildings.

Kingston, Ont. Queen’s U 
probes claim professor 
teaches anti-vaccine info 


Officials at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity launched an investigation 
Wednesday into claims that a 
health sciences instructor has 
been teaching anti-vaccination 
materials in a first-year level 
course. 

The allegation was raised 
on Twitter by a current stu¬ 
dent and a former student of 
the Kingston, Ont.-based uni¬ 
versity, who posted images of 
PowerPoint slides that were 
purportedly used in the class 
Health 102.

Tenor suspect under 
communication ban 



Trial. Prosecutor says 
there are concerns 
of possible witness 
interference 


Terrorism suspect Awso Pesh¬ 
daiy has been barred — at 
least for the moment — from 
communicating with several 
people, partly due to Crown 
fears of witness intimidation. 

The 25-year-old Ottawa man 
made an initial court appear¬ 
ance Wednesday following his 
arrest the day before on four 
charges, including participa¬ 
tion in the activities of a terror¬ 
ist group. 

Two other Ottawa men — 
accused of joining extremists 
overseas — were also charged 
with terror-related offences, 
even though their whereabouts 
are unknown and one is report¬ 
edly dead. 

Peshdaiy’s lawyer, Richard 
Morris, said his client intends 
to plead not guilty. 

“He’s doing as well as can be 
expected,” Morris said after the 
hearing in Ottawa. 

Morris argued in court there 
was not enough information to 
grant the non-communication 
order, saying he was “still in 
the dark” as to the reasoning 
behind it. 

Federal prosecutor Rod 
Sonley said the order was 
needed to prevent interference 
with a dozen or so individuals 

— including members of the 
Muslim students association 
at Ottawa’s Algonquin College 

— who might be witnesses or 
otherwise figure in the case. 

Sonley told a justice of the 
peace there was “more than 
sufficient” basis for the order 


and “no evidence to the con- 
traiy.” 

The resulting court order, 
which will be revisited at a 
hearing Monday, covers Pesh¬ 
daiy’s co-accused — John Ma¬ 
guire, 24, and Khadar Khalib, 
23 — both of whom the RCMP 
consider active members of the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISEL). 

The extremist organization 
has been on a vicious, atrocity- 
riddled rampage across large 
portions of the Middle East, and 
is the target of a U.S.-led combat 
mission in Iraq by a coalition of 
countries, including Canada. 

Peshdaiy was an associate 
of Maguire and once hoped to 
travel abroad with him, accord¬ 
ing to the RCMP. They believe 
Peshdaiy stayed in contact with 
Maguire, and together they en¬ 
tered into a conspiracy to send 
other Canadians to Syria to join 
ISIL.

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Safety record of Asian airlines in 
question over rapid expansion 


Training. Growth 
means many new 
recruits; another flight 
crashes, at least 26 die 


The deadly crash of a Tran- 
sAsia plane into a river in 
Taiwan is again focusing 
the world’s attention on the 
safety challenges facing fast¬ 
growing Asian airlines. 

TransAsia has been add¬ 
ing new routes rapidly since 
the Taiwanese carrier went 
public in 2011. TransAsia and 
others like it are rushing to 
keep up with a travel boom 
driven by the region’s grow¬ 
ing middle class. 

The ease and increasing 
affordability of flying helps 
fuel economic growth and 
a better lifestyle for Asian 
consumers. But as airlines 
carry more passengers across 
increasingly crowded skies, 
they are also racing to train 


enough pilots. 

“The demand is almost 
exceeding the supply,” says 
John M. Cox, who spent 25 
years flying for US Airways 
and is now CEO of consult¬ 
ancy Safety Operating Sys¬ 
tems. 

Quickly-growing airlines 
need to maintain standards 
as they hire more pilots, 
maintenance workers, dis¬ 
patchers and flight attend¬ 
ants. Cox says the Asian car¬ 
riers are currently meeting 
those marks, but it’s a big 
challenge. 

TransAsia Airways Flight 
235 crashed Wednesday 
shortly after takeoff from 
Taipei, Taiwan, with 58 
people aboard. Dramatic 
video from a car’s dash¬ 
board camera captured the 
moment that the plane, tilt¬ 
ing madly, clipped a bridge 
before landing in a shallow 
river. At least 26 people were 
killed. 

It was the second fatal ac¬ 


cident in just over six months 
for the airline and its sev¬ 
enth serious accident in the 
past two decades, according 
aerospace publication Flight- 
global. It comes barely a 
month after an AirAsia plane 
crashed into the Java Sea in 
a flight from Surabaya, Indo¬ 
nesia, to Singapore, killing 
all 162 aboard. 

As Southeast Asia’s econ¬ 
omies grow, more people 
have money to travel and 
airlines are adding planes 
to whisk them across the re¬ 
gion. 

Aircraft manufactures 
Airbus, ATR, Boeing, Bom¬ 
bardier and Embraer deliv¬ 
ered a whopping 1,543 new 
planes to airlines last year. 
That means a total of 30 
planes rolled off their col¬ 
lective assembly lines every 
week — the fastest produc¬ 
tion rate in the history of 
commercial aviation. Most of 
those aircraft went to Asia.

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Jordan King seeks support 
for tougher strikes on ISIL 


Jordan’s king rushed home 
Wednesday, cutting short a 
U.S. trip, to rally public sup¬ 
port for even tougher strikes 
against ISIL after the mil¬ 
itants released a video show¬ 
ing a captured Jordanian pilot 
being burned to death in a 
cage. 

The gruesome killing 
of 26-year-old Lt. Muath Al- 
Kaseasbeh, captured while 
participating in airstrilces by 
a U.S.-led coalition targeting 
the militants, sparked out¬ 
rage across the Middle East 
and anti-ISIL protests in Jor¬ 
dan. 

King Abdullah II, a staunch 


Western ally, returned home 
from a White House meeting 
with President Barack Obama 
during which both leaders 
affirmed their resolve to de¬ 
stroy the militants who have 
seized about one-third of Syr¬ 
ia and Iraq. 

Following the pilot’s 
death, Jordan launched what 
it said would be a tough 
campaign against the Is¬ 
lamic State group. In a first 
response, Jordan executed 
Sajida al-Rishawi and Ziad al- 
Karbouly, two Iraqis linked to 
al-Qaida, government spokes¬ 
man Mohammed al-Momani

ISIL. Middle East shaken 
by burning death of pilot 


The horrific fate of a captured 
Jordanian pilot, burned to death 
by the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL), unleashed a 
wave of grief and rage on Wed¬ 
nesday across the Middle East, a 
region long accustomed to up¬ 
heavals and violence. 

Political and religious lead¬ 
ers united in outrage and con¬ 
demnation, saying the slaying 
of the airman goes against 


Islam’s teachings. 

The gruesome militant 
video of the last moments in 
the life of 26-year-old Lt. Mu¬ 
ath Al-Kaseasbeh, whose F-16 
crashed in Syria in December 
during a U.S.-led coalition raid 
on the extremist group, crossed 
a line — beyond the behead¬ 
ings of Western hostages at the 
hands of ISIL.

U.S. won’t return 
Guantanamo base 

United States President 
Barack Obama’s admin¬ 
istration on Wednesday 
ruled out handing over the 
U.S. naval base at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay, rejecting a 
central demand of Cuban 
President Raul Castro for 
restoring normal relations 
between the two countries. 

Roberta Jacobson, the 
top U.S. diplomat for Latin 
America, also said the U.S. 
would continue transmit¬ 
ting radio and television 
broadcasts into Cuba that 
are opposed by Castro’s 
government. 

While Guantanamo 
and the broadcasts are irri¬ 
tants, Washington believes 
neither is likely to stand 
in the way of U.S. and 
Cuban embassies being 
re-established after a half- 
centuiy interruption. The 
U.S. is hoping to clinch an 
agreement with Cuba on 
embassies in the coming 
months. 

Jacobson’s testimony 
before a largely hostile 
House Foreign Affairs 
Committee came as an 
Associated Press-GfK poll 
found broad support in the 
United States for warmer 
ties with Cuba.

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Court OKs Target 
liquidation sale 


Discounts. Prices up 
to 30 per cent off 
expected to start 
from Thursday 


Shoppers can expect their 
local Target Canada stores to 
begin knocking down prices 
starting Thursday, after the 
retailer received court ap¬ 
proval to liquidate its stock. 

The company got the go- 
ahead following a hearing 
Wednesday involving doz¬ 
ens of lawyers representing 
the retailer, landlords and 
suppliers. 

Target spokeswoman 
Molly Snyder said discounts 
will take up to 30 per cent 
off regular prices. 

Already many Target 
stores have stopped carrying 
perishables like milk, eggs 
and frozen foods, Snyder 
said. 

The company is still clear¬ 
ing product out of its distri¬ 
bution centres, she added. 



The court had yet to de¬ 
cide late Wednesday wheth¬ 
er Target can begin the sales 
of its real estate assets. 

The retailer and its li¬ 
quidator have argued that 
it needs to sell the proper¬ 
ties immediately to keep its 
speedy exit from the Can¬ 
adian market on schedule 
for mid-May. 

Landlords were con¬ 
cerned that Target’s liquida¬ 
tion sales would tarnish the 


image of their malls and 
take away business from 
other stores that are renting 
space. 

“I think all parties are 
exaggerating,” Ontario Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Geoffrey 
Morawetz said. 

In addition to its remain¬ 
ing inventory, Target’s shelv¬ 
ing, fixtures and equipment 
will also be sold. 

The U.S.-based retailer 
announced last month that 
it would close all 133 of its 
Canadian stores and lay off 
more than 17,000 staff, just 
two years after it began 
opening stores in Canada. 

Some of those reductions 
have already happened at 
its Toronto headquarters, 
downsized to 80 people 
from 770, Snyder said. 

The company took over 
old Zellers locations and 
began to open under the Tar¬ 
get banner in Canada for the 
first time in March 2013, but 
failed to deliver on customer 
expectations.

Watchdog creating new rules 
for global tracking of aircraft 


A top official with the Inter¬ 
national Civil Aviation Or¬ 
ganization says it is moving 
quickly to create a standard 
that will help in the global 
tracking of commercial air¬ 
craft — especially when fly¬ 
ing over water. 

The head of the ICAO 
Council says during normal 
operations, an aircraft will 
be tracked eveiy 15 minutes 
when flying over oceanic or 
remote areas. Olumuyiwa 
Benard Aliu says that when 
the aircraft is in distress, it 
would start to broadcast its 
position every minute. 

ICAO’s member states 
unanimously supported the 
new standard at a safety con-

ference in Montreal. 

The global tracking rec¬ 
ommendation is one of sev¬ 
eral made in the wake of the 
disappearance of Malaysia 
Airlines Flight MH370 last 
March. That investigation 
is ongoing, but Aliu says he 
expects the new rules to be 


adopted by the fall. 

ICAO’s member states 
have also agreed to better 
share up-to-date information 
about the risks of flying in 
conflict zones. 

That recommendation 
was in response to the shoot¬ 
ing down of Malaysia Airlines 
Flight MH17 by a surface-to- 
air missile on July 17, 2014, as 
it was flying over a war-torn 
section of Ukraine.

China. Alibaba takes on 
Amazon in drone delivery 


Echoing U.S. online re¬ 
tailer Amazon, Chinese e- 
commerce giant Alibaba on 
Wednesday tested a drone 
deliveiy service, promising to 
whisk ginger tea to custom¬ 
ers within an hour despite 
close controls on airspace. 

Alibaba’s flagship con- 
sumer-to-consumer platform 
Taobao, estimated to hold 
more than 90 per cent of the 
Chinese market, showed off 
a photo of a blaclc-and-silver 
drone with helicopter-lilce 
propellers carrying a white 
box to launch the service. 

But the option is confined 
to just three days and a few 
areas of three Chinese mega¬ 
cities — the capital Beijing, 
commercial hub Shanghai 
and Guangzhou in the south 
— and applies only to one 
brand of tea from one par¬ 
ticular vendor, with a limit of 
450 deliveries in total. 

The drone launch comes 
after Alibaba last week locked 
horns with a powerful gov¬ 
ernment regulator, which 
accused the company of al¬ 
lowing “illegal” actions on 
its e-commerce platforms,

including Taobao. The State 
Administration for Industiy 
and Commerce (SAIC) found 
only about a third of products 
sampled from Taobao were 
genuine. 

Taobao has pledged to 
crack down on counterfeit 
goods. Alibaba founder Jack 
Ma met with SAIC director 
Zhang Mao last week, which 
could signal a de-escalation of 
the dispute. 

Alibaba, founded by Ma 
in 1999, is China’s biggest 
e-commerce company. It 
listed on the New York Stock

TO SAVE CANCON, WE NEED TO KILL IT

In 2017, this won't be allowed. Metro's Matt LaForge wonders what else the CRTC will do to please Canadian viewers and what the culture stands to gain — and lose — in the deal

American Super Bowl com¬ 
mercials are here to herald the 
end of Canadian TV as we 
know it. This could be just 
what we need. 

Last week we learned that 
for the 2017 Super Bowl broad¬ 
cast, CRTC won’t allow CTV to 
sub its Canadian clients’ ads for 
the prestigious American-pro¬ 
duced spots (a practice known 
as simultaneous substitution). 
It was surprising news, but 
maybe it shouldn’t have been. 

On the broadcast file, the 
Conservative government, to 
whom the CRTC answers, has 
been willing to give consum¬ 
ers what they want, even if it 
means sticking it to media con¬ 
glomerates (recall the promise 
to unbundle cable packages in 
the 2013 throne speech). 

The Super Bowl-commer¬ 
cial ruling is to date the most 
resolute enactment of the gov¬ 
ernment’s agenda. It scratches 
an itch that Canadian viewers 
have been whining about for 
years, and it means CTV’s par¬ 
ent conglomerate will miss out 
on a lot of advertising revenue. 

Precisely why the Tories are 
so keen to provide Canadians 
with the widest entertainment 
menu at the best prices is a 
worthwhile question, evoking 
as it potentially does the les¬ 
sons of books like Brave New 


World and Amusing Ourselves 
to Death. 

But we won’t know the full 
answer without the benefit of 
real hindsight, and in any case 
the more salient question right 
now is the classic one: What 
happens next? 

First, let’s stipulate that the 
new trend isn’t going to reverse 
itself any time soon. While a 
lot of sentimental lip service is 
paid in this country to cultural 
nationalism and to the abstract 
idea of safeguarding a place in 
the media marketplace for 
Canadian stories and songs, 
the on-the-ground view of the 
CRTC’s Cancon regime is at 
best indifferent and at worst 
deeply cynical. There’s a perva¬ 
sive sense, at least within the 
demographic cohort to which I 
belong (youngish urbanites 
with lifelong media addictions 
and delusions ofworldliness), 
that the Cancon game is rigged 
in favour of the suits and that 
half-baked, second-rate con¬ 
tent is being knowingly passed 
off as world-class. Commonly 
heard in my world: 

“Why would I watch that 
movie? It’s Canadian.” 

“Are the Geminis the movie 
awards or the TV awards?” 

“Who is this on the radio? 
Hedley? Wow. Our tax dollars 
at work.” 

“I miss Republic of Doyle. 
Just kidding.” 

So to the extent that the 
new policy represents the gov¬ 




ernment’s intention to take 
away a subsidy that has been 
perennially squandered on 
embarrassing mediocrity, 
there are lots of people who are 
all for it. 

The horse is out of the barn, 
and it’s difficult to envision 
the next federal government, 
Conservative or otherwise, 
trying very hard to chase it. 

But before we dance on the 
graves of the media makers 


and hail the era of the media 
takers, let’s admit a second set 
of stipulations: That cultural 
nationalism is not an inher¬ 
ently empty concept and that 
deregulating the country’s air¬ 
waves entirely would rob us of 
something that, in the present 
fog of simultaneous substitu¬ 
tion and Mr. D reruns, we’re 
taking for granted. This is true 
even at the level of Super Bowl 
commercials, where for every 


instance of low-stakes whimsy 
(e.g., Budweiser’spuppy-and- 
Clydesdale from the 2014 
broadcast), there’s a more self- 
serious spot that overtly trades 
in American mythmaking 
(e.g., The 2013 ad in which 
Eminem drives around Detroit 
and foretells the city’s inevit¬ 
able Phoenix-lilce rise). To 
push out Canadian commer¬ 
cials, no matter how derivative 
or holcey, in favour of corpor¬ 


ate America’s fables about a 
culture that we’re not a part of 
is to submit to a colonizer that 
might not even realize or care 
that it’s colonizing. 

This, of course, is what 
made the Cancon movement 
necessary in the first place. 

Damned ifwe deregulate, 
damned ifwe don’t. I don’t say 
it lightly, but, of the two, de¬ 
regulating might be the way to 
go—not as an end, but as a 
means. 

The ill will toward Cancon 
is so ingrained and so toxic; we 
need a radical change to re¬ 
verse it. In an unregulated 
media market, Canadians 
would be given a much-need¬ 
ed opportunity to rediscover 
what it is that the U.S. can 
never give us. 

We would remember one 
particularly prescient Can¬ 
adian telling us that you don’t 
know what you’ve got till it’s 
gone. In such a climate, a new 
and improved cultural-nation¬ 
alism movement could take 
root and establish a system of 
promotion and protection 
that takes into account all the 
mistakes of the past. 

If American Super Bowl 
ads are the first steps in the 
undo that leads to the redo, 
then let it rain Budweiser 
frogs.

Our cities need to be ready for extreme weather

As extreme weather assaults 
Canada again, climate 
change is hitting close to 
home. 

Flooding, like we’ve seen 
in Calgary and southern 
Manitoba, and extreme win¬ 
ter storms, like the one Hali¬ 
fax is currently experiencing, 
continue to affect millions of 
Canadians, and the weather is 
only going to get wilder. 

Canadian cities need to act 


more quickly to prevent the 
costly and potentially tragic 
fallout from the erratic weath¬ 
er that’s inevitably coming. 

We need to create a nation¬ 
al dialogue about protecting 
Canada’s cities from extreme 
weather, and deal with prob¬ 
lems before they start. 

Cleaning up after the fact 
is outrageously expensive. 

The 2013 flood in Calgary cost 
$6 billion. Toronto spent more 
than $106 million repairing 
its damaged infrastructure 
after the 2013 ice storm. 

According to a study pub¬ 


lished in Nature Climate 
Change last week, global 
warming is increasing the 
number of droughts across 
the U.S. and floods across 
countries in the western 
Pacific. It’s one of many such 
studies showing increasing 
weather extremes worldwide. 

A major culprit of all this 
chaos is rising ocean temper¬ 
atures, making strong storms 
stronger and weak storms 
weaker, said a study published 
last Thursday in Science by 
atmospheric scientists at the 
University of Toronto. 


While we need to tackle 
the root causes of climate 
change causing these rising 
temperatures, we also need to 
be ready for when disaster 
strikes. 

We’ve taken some steps 
toward preparing our cities, 
but they’re often buried in 
government reports or hid¬ 
den behind closed doors, far 
from public. 

Some cities have made 
positive initial moves. 

Calgary is in the process 
of building a reservoir for 
runoff from the Elbow River 


to prevent future flooding. 

The City of Toronto has 
created an action plan for 
protecting the city from 
damaging weather, includ¬ 
ing making sure drainage 
systems are widened and 
trees are pruned to reduce 
power line damage. 

But these actions seem 
like small potatoes. 

Will they prevent Can¬ 
adian cities from grinding to 
a halt in a power outage, or 
thousands of people from 
losing their homes to a 
flood? 


Ifwe want our cities to 
withstand climate change, 
those who understand what 
we need to upgrade and how 
we can take action (engin¬ 
eers! urban planners!) 
should take leadership, 
speak out and help inform 
policymakers and the pub¬ 
lic. 

Ifwe want to protect our 
cities from climate change, 
everyone needs to be a part 
of the conversation.

Mark Miller has survived 19 
years of online dating since his 
1995 divorce, yet he still has a 
smile on his face. 

There’s much to hate about 
the process, the Los Angeles- 
based humorist said in a recent 
interview, but he refuses to de¬ 
spair as he continues his hunt 
for true love.

ranged from seven months to 
four years. I’m still looking. 

How has happily ever after 
changed in the 21 st century?

I think that absence does make 
the heart grow fonder in many 
ways. I’ve spoken to a lot of 
people who date regularly 
and only see each other once 
a week.

There is such a thing as living 
together happily ever after but 
it doesn’t happen for a lot of 
people, especially in this day 
and age. 

Do men suffer from a lack of 
dating advice? 

I think men are less prone to 
asking for that advice. They 
have more of an I-can-do-it- 
myself, more of a macho thing 
going on, whereas women 
are more open. If you do a 
search for dating books you’ll 
find most of them are writ¬ 
ten either by women or for 
women. I think there was a 
void for men in that regard.

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Short fiction. New Yorker author finds 
exciting stories in everyday things 


The veiy first short stoiy Kath¬ 
erine Heiny ever published was 
in The New Yorker. Her first 
book, Single, Mellow, Carefree 
(out now) has Lena Dunham 
— among others — raving. We 
called Heiny up to get inside 
the brain of this wildly talented 
fiction writer. 

The short stories in your book 
all take ordinary experiences, 
like a children’s birthday 
party, and turn them into 
something exciting. Do you 
have a habit of creating 
stories about people you see 
every day in real life? 

Oh, all the time. Ordinaiy 
things are really interesting to 
me. If I’m watching a reality 
show and people are fighting 
about who didn’t get invited to 
a party, to me, that’s fantastic. I 
think if you pay close attention 
to eveiyday things, they are 
often funny. 

How does your writing 
process work? 

When I start writing, I get the 
first line of the stoiy and it 
always stays in the stoiy, but it 
doesn’t always stay as the first 



line. But there’s always one 
line that sticks with me and 
the rest of the stoiy will come 
over a few days. It takes me a 
month or more to write a short 
stoiy... I don’t write chrono¬ 
logically; I write little scenes 
and then I have to put them 
together. 

Most of your stories are 
about affairs. What makes 
you drawn to writing about 
forbidden love? 

My husband is a former MI6 
agent and he was undercover 


for most of our relation¬ 
ship. We had to be careful. I 
couldn’t tell people what he 
really did. This whole secret 
life thing was just part of our 
lives, so that’s part of it. The 
other part is that I’ll start 
writing about something 
other than the affair, and 
then I’ll add it in to round 
out the stoiy. 

So many writers dream of 
being published in The New 
Yorker. How did that come 
about for you? 

I wrote this story while I was 
in graduate school and sent 
it all over the place. I got 31 
rejection letters. Then a friend 
of mine said, “What did The 
New Yorker say?” I told her I 
didn’t send it there. She said, 
“Katherine, you’re supposed 
to send it there first.” So I 
mailed it off on a Thursday 
afternoon and they called 
Friday morning to accept it. 

I didn’t even know the mail 
worked that fast. They took it 
and published it, not changing 
one thing.... It’s like an urban 
legend or something, emily

“In this dish, fiybread is topped 
with ground prime rib that’s 
been cooked in a savouiy stew 
with tomatoes, red kidney 
beans, and (chef) Brad’s not-so- 
secret taco seasoning,” write 
John Catucci and Michael Vles¬ 
sides in You Gotta Eat Here 
Too! of the Indian Tacos that 
can be found at Burger Bam in 
Ohswelcen, Six Nations of the 
Grand River Reserve, Ont. 


Ingredients 


Taco Seasoning 

• 3 tbsp cornstarch 

• 2 tbsp chili powder 

• l tbsp salt 

• 1 tbsp sweet paprika 

• ltbsp sugar 

• 2 1/4 tsp chicken soup base 

• 11/2 tsp onion powder 

• l tsp ground cumin 

• 3/4 tsp garlic powder 

• 3/4 tsp cayenne pepper 
Taco Meat 

• 2 lbs ground prime rib beef 

• 2 tbsp unsalted butter 

• l can (14 oz) red kidney 
beans, drained and rinsed 

• 1 can (19 oz) stewed 
tomatoes, with juice 
Frybread 

• 2 cups all-purpose flour 

• l tbsp baking powder 

• l tsp salt 

• l cup buttermilk 

• Canola oil 


“The top of the tower is 
shredded cheddar and mozza¬ 
rella, followed by lettuce, diced 
tomatoes, and red onion. This is 
comfort food like you’ve never 
tasted before, and your tongue 
will thank you for it.” 

Taco Seasoning 

1. In a bowl, combine all of the 
ingredients. Set aside. 

Taco Meat 

1. In a large skillet over 
medium-high heat, brown the 
ground beef with the butter. 


Drain any excess liquid. Add 
the kidney beans, stewed to¬ 
matoes, and 3 tablespoons of 
the prepared taco seasoning 
and stir to combine. Bring to a 
boil, reduce heat, and simmer 
for 45 minutes to allow flavours 
to meld. 

Frybread 

1. While the meat is cooking, 
in a medium bowl, combine 
the flour, baking powder, and 
salt. Stir in the buttermilk until 
the dough just comes together, 
adding more flour if dough is 


too sticky to handle. 

2. Turn the dough out onto a 
lightly floured work surface 
and knead until smooth (do not 
over-knead — less is more). 

3. In a large, deep, heavy skillet 
over medium-high heat, heat 
3/4 inch of oil. 

4. Using your hands, tear dough 
into 8 to 10 equal-sized pieces, 
each about 3/4 cup (the size of 
a baseball). Shape into round 
discs about 1/4 inch thick, mak¬ 


ing a thinner depressed area in 
the centre of each. 

5. Fiy breads in hot oil until 
golden on both sides, turn¬ 
ing only once. Drain on paper 
towel. 

Assembly 

1. Scoop taco meat onto fly- 
bread and top with shredded 
cheese, lettuce, tomatoes, red 
onion, sour cream, recipe from

That changed 24 seconds 
into the second, as Malkin 
picked up a loose puck dur¬ 
ing a scramble in front of the 
Oilers net and slipped in his 
20th goal of the season. It was 
Malkin’s return to the Pen¬ 
guins lineup after missing the 
past five games with a lower- 
body injuiy. 

Edmonton had its best 
chance to that point with five 
minutes left in the second 
when a Jeff Petry point blast 
clanged off the post. 

Pittsburgh took a 2-0 lead 
with just 0.4 seconds remain¬ 


ing in the middle frame as 
the rebound off a Kris Letang 
shot hit former Oiler Per¬ 
ron on his way towards the 
net and caromed in. It was 
Perron’s seventh goal in 13 
games since his trade to the 
Penguins. Letang’s assist was 
his eighth on Pittsburgh’s last 
nine goals. 

Edmonton outshot the 
Penguins 10-2 in the third 
period, but was unable to get 
on the scoreboard.

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UFC doping scandal not a one-off

The UFC is reeling from its 
latest doping scandal, but is it 
any surprise? 

Looking for an edge, how¬ 
ever slim, when you’re stepping 
into a cage to fight seems inevit¬ 
able. The gruelling training in 
advance of bouts also takes a 
toll, prompting shortcuts. And 
given fighters get paid only for 
competing, there is incentive to 
do what’s needed to make it to 
fight night. 

Still the latest doping scan¬ 
dal is a body blow to the MMA 
juggernaut given the star qual¬ 
ity of the offender. 

The UFC revealed Tuesday 
night that former middle¬ 
weight champion Anderson 
Silva, one of the sport’s icons, 
had tested positive for steroids 
on a Jan. 9 out-of-competition 
drug test. Adding to the scandal, 
Nick Diaz, the man Silva beat in 
the main event of UFC 183 last 


Saturday, had tested positive for 
elevated marijuana levels for a 
third time. 

The news comes on the 
heels of a positive cocaine test 
prior to UFC 182 for light-heavy- 
weight champion Jon ‘Bones’ 
Jones, who succeeded Silva as 


the sport’s pound-for-pound 
best fighter. 

“Does anyone in the UFC ac¬ 
tually follow the rules?” former 
Olympic and world wrestling 
champion Jordan Burroughs 
tweeted. 

The rules are enforced by 


bodies like the Nevada State 
Athletic Commission, which 
tests boxers and MMA fighters 
alike in regulating their sports. 

While Silva and Diaz have 
yet to tell their side of the story 
and confirmation of the tests is 
still pending, a thin doping line 


runs through the sport. Other 
organizations are not exempt 
from cheating but the spotlight 
shines on the UFC as the sport’s 
major player. 

Welterweight Thiago Alves, 
German bantamweight Dennis 
Siver, Ashlee Evans-Smith ... 


The list goes on, with a nine- 
month ban and fine the usual 
punishment for a first offence. 

With 45 shows planned 
for 2015, the UFC conveyor 
belt never stops. The organiza¬ 
tion currently has 575 fighters 
under contract. Most need to 
fight to pay the bills. 

Brazilian light-heavyweight 
Thiago Silva admitted to doping 
and tampering with his urine at 
a drug test in Januaiy 2011. 

“I reinjured my back 45 days 
before the (UFC 125) fight with 
Brandon Vera. After not fighting 
for a year, I made the decision to 
not pull out of the fight.” 

UFC president Dana White 
said prior to UFC 182 that his or¬ 
ganization, rather than launch 
its own full-time drug-testing 
program, would probably give 
athletic commissions more 
money for conducting tests. 

Asked what the UFC will do 
in the future, he directed the 
questions to Marc Ratner, the 
UFC’s vicepresident of regula¬ 
tor affairs. Ratner did not offer 
an immediate answer. 

Given the sport’s makeup, 
there may not be one.
